MALS TO DEFRAUD 


Former Head of Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co. 
Will Go to Jail Pending 

Payment to Chicago Court 


HE HAD ENTERED 
NO CONTEST PLEA 


Under Sentence of Three 
Years in Missouri From 


Which He Has Appealed 
to Supreme Court.

CHICAGO, Oct. 11—Roy C. 
Tombs, head of the defunct Chica- 
go brokerage firm of Toombs and 
Daily, and also head of the defunct 
International Life Insurance Co. of 
St. Louis, was fined $10,000 by 


Federal Judge Woodward today on 
11 counts charging conspiracy and 
use of the mails to defraud in 
sending out misleading financial 
statements of his brokerage house. 

The case had been under advise- 
ment since Sept. 27 when Toombs 
pleaded no contest. He was al- 
lowed aj stay of sentence until 
Nov. 20 to raise the fine, in de- 
fault of which he will be com- 
mitted to the DuPage County Jail 
at Wheaton, IIL 

George E. Kidd, an accountant 
for the brokerage firm and ‘ndict 
ed on the same charges’ with 
Toombs, was fined $1000 and sen- 
tenced to six months in the Du- 
Page County jail He had plead 
ed guilty. 

The corporation of Toombs & 
Daily, which failed with a $5,000,- 
000 loss to invesiers, was also a 
defendant and because of its in- 
solvency was assessed a nominal 
fine of $100. 

Toombs also is under indictment 
for mail fraud at St. Louis and for 
embezzicment at Wheaton, IIl. 
Toombs Under Three-Year Prison 

Sentence in St. Louis. 

In Circuit Court in 8t. Louis last 
April 13 Toombs was convicted by 
a jury of fraud in the issuance of 
false certificates of stock of the 
Internationa! Life Insurance Co., of 
which he was president. His pun- 
ishment was fixed at three years’ 
imprisonment and $3000 fine. He 
had wrecked the company by re- 
moving $3,530,000 in assets. 

Toombs had bought the insur- 
ance company with money lent by 
Eastern banks which accepted com- 
mon stoc: as collateral. As notes 
became due, Toombs borrowed 
money on additional stock which 
he caused to be issued. He was 
indicted on wo over-issue charges 
and on two charges of grand lar- 
ceny and tried on one of the for- 
mer, the rest being continued. 

Following his conviction, a mo- 
tion for a new trial was denied by 
Judge Hartmann. 
appealed to the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Pending a decision, he was 
released on $10,000 bond.

OF POLICEMAN 
GET LIFE TERMS 


E. F. Ware and W. B. Ma- 
loney Plead Guilty of 
Killing Patrolman McCor- 
mack in Holdup. ~ 


WOMAN’S BOASTS 
LED TO ARREST 


Both Say Earl Reed, Still at 
Large, Was Actual Killer 
—One Blames Drink for 
Downfall. 


Eugene F, Ware and William P. 
Maloney were sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary 
when they pleaded guilty of mur- 
der before Circuit Judge Hamilton 
today in connection with the kill- 
ing of Patrolman William M. Mc- 
Cormack who was shot during a 
cigar store holdup at 3908 South 
Broadway, June 25, last. 

Both had confessed to police, 
naming Earl Reed, 28-year-old ex- 
convict, as the actual slayer of the 
policeman. Reed is at large, and 
a reward of $1000 has been of- 
fered for his arrest. 

Ware, 33 years old, the “black 
sheep” of a respectable St. Louis 
family, was with Reed in the cigar 
store, and “faloney, 31, was wait- 
ing outside in an automobile, ac- 
cording to their statements. Their 
capture. a few days after the mur- 
der, resulted from the fact that 
Maloney’s sweetheart boasted in a 
West End beer <lat that she knew 
something about the policeman’s 
murder. 

Enter Pleas Without Comment. 

Ware and Maloney were repre- 
sented in court by Thomas 
O. Stokes, a lawyer employed by 
Ware’s family, who had sought 
only to vbtain a lighter sentence 
for his clients. The two men, 
neatly dressed, entered their pleas 
without commen* and were 
promptly sentenced. Ware also 
pleaded guilty in two robbery 
cases, ‘n which he had  »been 
identified, and was sentenced to an 
additional five years. 

Neither man showed any emo- 
tion or surprise, apparently having 
been informed in advance of the 
punishment to be expected. Stokes, 
apparently with the thought of a 
parole at some future date in mind, 
asked that the terms date from 
July 3 when the men were lodged 
in jail, and the request was 
granted, 

Placed temporarily in the cell 
behind the courtroom, one of the 
men inquired of a deputy sheriff 
when they would be “going up” to 
the penitentiary. He was told they 
would probably be transferred in a 
week or 10 days with the next 
group of convicts. 

Alleged Plotter Indicted. 


Besides Ware and Maloney, the 
grand jury indicted Joseph Daher, 
28, who police say planned the 
robbery but was not on the scene. 
He is in the City Jail awaiting 
trial with Winfield Seaman 
charged as accessory after 
fact, it being alleged that he as- 
sisted Reed in getting away from 
St. Louis, 

Ware told the police he was an 
oil salesman earning $700 a month 
a year before the crime and 
blamed drunkenness for his quick 
fall to the status of a hanger-on 
in a saloon where he met Reed. 

According to the confessions, 
Daher pointed out the cigar store 
and went away, Maloney waited at 
the wheel of the car, and Reed 
and Ware entered the store and 
held up the _ proprietor, Clyde 
Tribbey. 

Reed was about to loot the cash 
register, according to the confes- 
sions, when he noticed Patrolman 
McCormack taking a drink of wa- 
ter in a rear room. Reed ordered 
the policeman to put up his hands, 
and fired as the policeman reacked 
for his pistol.

ON: SUBMARINE 
LIMITATION LIKELY 


Understanding Among 
France, Italy and Japan 
Expected — Abolition, 
However, Is Opposed. 


WILL REGARD CRAFT 
AS DEFENSIVE ARM 


Paris View Is That With U. 
'S. and Britain in Har- 
mony There Is Little Ob- 
stacle to Agreement.

PARIS, Oct. 11.—A_ three-sided 
understanding among France, 
Italy andi Japan upon limitation 
of submarines is expected to pre- 
cede the London naval conference. 
It probably will not go farther, at 
least publily, than agreement 
among them to discuss limitation 
but not abolition of submarines. 

It is also expected to take a 
form that wilt not expose the three 
countries to the accusation of ob- 


structing the course of the dis- 
armament movement. The sub- 
marine will be treated by them as 
a defensive weapon. As the course 
of the Anglo-American discussions 
has been known to all three the 
question of how to frame the res- 
ervation on submarines is already 
under discussion among Paris, 
Tokio and Rome, 

In France the position is taken 
that there is no serious obstacle 
to naval limitation now that Great 
Britain and America agree, their 
differences having delayed limita- 
tion for several years. In fact, the 
tendency here is to stick closely 
to the text of the invitation and 
the joint statement issued by 
President Hoover and Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald. 

Not an Alliance. 

There is no tendency in the 
newspapers to exaggerate the gen- 
eral meaning of this statement. 
Le Temps says, “the value of the 
Hoover-MacDonald statement lies 
in the fact of its being put into 
words to which both could sub- 
scribe. They don’t hide their pre- 
occupation, not only with naval ac- 
cord but with the means of using 
the morale forces of the two 
countries in the interest of peace. 
Tt is not an alliance. It is not an 
entente. It is a wish to agree on 
pursuing a policy essentially favor- 
able to peace.” 

The newspaper adis that it re- 
mains to be seen how the two 
countries without a formal alli- 
ance can be relied on to follow 
similar policies. 

But as far as France is con- 
cerned, Le Temps considers the 
essential phrase in the statement 
occurs at the end of it where the 
co-operation of other powers is 
mentioned. . 

Dissipating Suspicions, 

“This is of a nature,”’ the semi- 

official newspaper comments, “to 
dissipate suspicion and misunder- 
standings. Accord in principle on 
naval disarmament is part of gen- 
eral disarmament and candid dis- 
cussion of each countfy’s needs. 
That is what any discussion on 
naval limitation must be because 
it is only’ a portion of the vast 
problem of limitation and reduc- 
tion of land, sea and air forces. If 
the Washington conversations have 
really done away with differences 
of opinion between America and 
England a great forward step has 
been taken because this difference 
has been the sole obstacle up to 
the present to renewal of the work 
of the preparatory disarmament 
commission at Geneva.” 
LDL’ Intransigeant digsects the 
statement and its “pomp” and 
minimizes the historical import- 
ance of Mac ‘s voyage. It 
attributes to President Hoover 
caution not to make it appear that 
a complete accord has been 
‘reached. The President, the news- 
paper says, also undoubtedly wrote 
the portion of the statement limit- 
ing America’s role to America.

COURT DECIDES ON 
A RECESS INSTEAD 


Doctors Sent by Judge Re- 
port Ex-Secretary Has 
Pneumonia— Prosecution 
Moved to End Hearing. 


By the Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 11,—After 
Albert B. Fall arose from a sick- 
bed and appeared in the District 
Court of Columbia Supreme Court 
today, Justice Hitz dismissed a mo- 
tion by Government counsel to de- 


clare a mistrial in the case in 
which Fall is accused of accepting 
a $100,000 bribe from Edward L. 
Doheny for the Elk Hills naval oil 
reserve lease. 

Previously physicians appointed 
by the Court had reported continu- 
ance of the trial would endanger 
the life of Fall, former Secretary 
of the Interior. They said he was 
suffering from bronchial pneumo- 
nia, 

Fall was assisted into court and 
asked for a recess in order, he 
said, to give him one more chance 
to obtain “vindication.” 

Frank Hogan, Fall’s counsel, an- 
nounced to the Court that the de- 
fense was ready to proceed with 
the trial, 

Atlee Pomerene, Government 
counsel, again moved a mistrial 
because of the ill health of the 
former Secretary of the Interior. 

Court Orders Trial to Proceed. 

The Court denied the Govern- 
ment’s motion for a mistrial and 
called in the jury. 


Cc. C. Chase, a Government wit-. 


ness, was summoned to the stand 
and the trial proceeded, 

The thial had been recessed ear- 
lier in the day by Justice William 
Hitz, who announced he would de- 
cide later whether he would declare 
a mistrial or recess until Monday. 

Justice Hitz’s action followed re- 
ports of physicians appointed by 
the Court, who said Fall was suf- 
fering from bronchial pneumonia 
and was unabie to stand trial at 
present. 

Defense counsel asked for a re- 
cess to give Fall a “chance to se- 
cure . vindication.” Government 
counsel asked for a mistrial. 

Justice Hitz said from the bench 
that so far the case had been 
a trial not by a jury but “a trial 
by ordeal.” Later, he explained 
the ordeal not only included the 
defendant but also the jurors who 
had been locked up since being 
sworn in. 

Defense Wants Recess Only. 

Upon the opening of court today, 
the defense asked for a recess until 
Monday, saying that Fall, who ap- 
peared in court Monday against the 
advice of hig personal physician, 
was stronger as the result of his 
rest since he was excused Tuesday 
afternoon whe his condition be- 
came aggravited from strain. Tlo 
defense said Fali was insistent that 
an opportunity be given to com- 
piete the trial in which he is 
charged w'th having accepted 
money from Doheny for granting 
one of Doheny’s companies a lease

Premier Tells 5000’ at New 
York Luncheon He Is Not 
Indifferent to Tradition 


and History. 


BASING ASPIRATION 


‘ON SOLID AGREEMENT 


Receives Jews and Social- 
ists—Will Address For- 
eign Relations Council at 


Dinner Tonight. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—J. Ram- 
say MacDonald, Premier of Great 
Britain, told 5000 guests gathered 
to honor him at a luncheon ten- 
dered by the English Speaking 
Union and three Enflish societies 
at the Hotel Astor today, that he 
was an internationalist as well as 
a patriot. 

“There is no man who can be 
an internationalist who does not 
value nationalism,” the Premier 
said. “I am an internationalist and 
I believe the internationalism of 
most people is not built upon in- 
difference to tradition and his- 
tory.” 

Beginning his address the Pre- 
mier said: 

“I am sure you will both believe 
me and sympathize with me when 
I confess that I find it increasing- 
ly difficult to find words adequate 
for thanking my hosts who are do- 
ing me honor during this visit. 
This, Mr. Chairman, is accorded to 
the work which I have undertaken 
along with your President to bring 
out from the realms of dreams and 
imagination aspirations that have 
been in our hearts for ever so long 
to establish peace and to found 
these aspirations on solid agree- 
ments with political consequences. 
I am not going to talk about this 


to you now. We are not a political 
gathering. We are a_ personal 
gathering.”’ 


Strengthening of Allegiance. 

“You have not come this after- 
noon to sit in common with me on- 
ly because I have done something 
for peace,” the Premier said. “But 
only because I have come from a 
land—Scotland, England, Wales, 
Ireland—where each of you got 
roots that in memory, at any rate, 
you desire fondly to watch. Each 
of you has little shadowy corners 
in your heart—a fireside, a hilltop, 
a church yard—where, when you 
are left alone in the midst of the 
wonderful life of this new land to 
which you have come, you wander 
back in homely affection and re- 
new your souls from the refreshing 
springs of that memory. 

“Some times I hear you chal- 
lenged because in a new country, 
in a new state, you do not remem- 
ber the past, you do awaken in 
your minds traditions of the places 
you have never seen, perhaps, and 
of experiences you have’never gone 
through—places and experiences 
that have been described to you by 
your fathers and your mothers, and 
it is said that somehow or other 
that must mean a_ divided alle- 
giance. 

“That is all nonsense,” he con- 
tinued. “If any’ traditions have 
come to the shores of America and 
from the lands I have mentioned 
and from the people I had in my 
thoughts, those traditions only go 
to strengthen the allegiance to the 
new. You take from beyond the 
seas the memories of great strug- 
gles for democracy, for liberty, for 
self determination, for continuity 
and political policy and evolution 
for law and for order. These tra- 
ditions you have taken with you 
are only embodiments of those 
hard-won experiences upon which 
faith must be founded and civili- 
zation itself determined.” 

Tribute to Ambassador. 
The Premier paused to pay hom- 


age to Sir Esme Howard, British 


Ambassador to the United States, 
to whom he said should’ go the 
credit for breaking down barriers 
“erectéd against a good under- 
standing between our two nations.” 
Sir Esme soon is to retire. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he then con- 
tinued, “I am one of those people 
who never hide the fact that I am 
a patriot. You get, sometimes, 
queer definitions of patriotism and 
in accordance with these defini- 
tions I am ruled out. But I am 
one of that indifferent sort of peo- 
ple. I make my own definitions 
and I pursue my own road. 

“Dr. Johnson defined patriotism 
as ‘the last resort of a scouldrel.’ 

“What a wonderful tribute to 
patriotism. A scoundrel is a gen- 
tleman who resorts to refuges be- 
cause he needs them. If he did 
not need them he would not run 
to them, and he would not run to 
something that a decent man 


essential of patriotism, -being a 
convenient resort for a scoundrel, 
is that honest men who are not 
scoundrels, hold it in high esteem.” 

The Premier, in his reference to 
nationalism, said: 

“As well as belng a patriot, I, 
like a good many of you, I hope, 
am an internationalist. What is 
the international mind—a miser- 
ably clad, desert plain, where noth- 
ing grows except shrubs? Not at 
all. There is no man who can be 
an internationalist that does not 
value nationalism.

OFFERS ORDINANCE TO BAR

Supervised Exhibitions. 

An ordinance which would pro- 
hibit the sale and use of fireworks 
in St. Louis, except in connection 
with licensed and supervised ex- 
hibitions, was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen today by Al- 
derman Riefling of the Fifteenth 
Ward.

FOREIGN MANDATE FOR U. S. 
DIRECTORS OF WAR DEBT BANK 


This Course Decided on Unless 
Federal Reserve Board Changes 
Its Position. 
BADEN-BADEN, Germany, Oct. 
11.—Unless the Federal Reserve 
Board changes its position, Amer- 
ica’s two directors on the Bank for 
International Settlements will re- 
ceive their mandate from foreign- 
ers, namely the Central Bank Gov- 
ernors of the other six countries 
participating in the arrangement. 
This was the chief. outcome of 
today’s decisions and occasioned 
much comment here, for it was 
felt that the American directors 
could not take office unless it was 
agreeable to the Federal Reserve 

Board. 

To make attendance of the 
Americans possible without taking 
them permanently from their own 
work, the conferees agreed that 
directors’ meetings must not neces- 
sarily be held at the seat of the 
bank. It is thus conceivable that 
the bank might be on the conti- 
nent while the directorate would 
sometimes meet at Southampton, 
where the Americans could arrive 
and depart by fast boats.

Ten new tracks inte Union Sta- 
tion, and the same number of gate- 
ways for passengers, will be used 
for the first time tomorrow.

The new exten- 
sion of the station, the new tracks, 
and several new express service 
buildings, cost approximately $4,-

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ALS SENATORS 
ON TAREE VOTE 


Protests Against Defeat of 
Provision Allowing Work- 
ers to Take Part in Cus- 
toms Court Hearings.

TORONTO, Ont., Oct. 11. — 
The tariff group in the American 
Federation of Labor convention, 
last night “essailed United States 
Senator Ashhurst (Dem.) of Ari- 
zona for his attack, Tuesday, on an 
amendment to the tariff law that 
would permit representatives of 
labor to take part in customs 
courts proceedings where the vatue 
of imported materials is in dispute. 

The amendment was defeated in 


the United States Senate. Senator 
Ashurst and others, mot named 
and declared to have been “elected 
as friends of labor,’’ are accused 
in a telegram addressed to Sena- 
tor’ Reed of Pennsylvania, by the 
executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Wage Earners’ Protective Con- 
ference of “giving preference to 
the products of foreign workers 
and American importers and voting 
against the best interests of Amer- 
ican workers.” 

The telegram, Which is signed 
by Matthew Woll, president; James 
Maloney, vice president; Charles 
L. Blaine, secretary; Ira A. Orn- 
burg, treasurer, and Michael J. 
Flynn, executive secretary, con- 
cludes with a request that the de- 
feat of the amendment “be recon- 
sidered and liabor’s right to be 
heard established.” 

‘The convention listened to K. T. 
Brownlief, a machinist, and James 
Bell, a weaver, representing the 
British Trades Union Congress, 
praise the Labor party and then 
cheered President Wiliam M. 
Green, when, in responding, he de- 
clared the American labor move- 
ment ig on the right track now. 

“We are,” he said, “pressing on 
in the light of experience. We 
know that we are on the right 
track. But if the time ever comes 
when it appears to this congress of 
labor that the best interests of the 
workers will be served by the for- 
mation of a labor party, then we'll 
not hesitate to face facts and form 
that party.” 

Brownlief, who is president of 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Engineers, devoted most of his 
time to a discussion of the history 
of the British Labor party. 

Cause of Unemployment. 

Discussing unemployment, he 
said that it used to be said that 
poverty in England was due to the 
evils of drinking. 

“But that cannot be true of the 
United States,” he continued, “for 
I am officially informed that the 
United States is a dry country. Un- 
employment ard the consequent 
poverty is not caused by over-pro- 
duction. It is caused by under- 
consumption.” 

Proposals looking to the affilia- 
tion of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen with the Federation 
of Labor, will be passed upon by 
the lodges of trainmen all over the 
United States. 

A. F. Whitney, president of the 
brotherhood, addressing the con- 
vention, declared that he would ask 
for the vote of the lodges and that 
if it proved favorable, he would 
then bring the matter before the 
Federation’s executive council for 
consideration. 

Capital-Labor Co-operation. 

Sir Henry Thornton, president of 
the Canadian National Railroads, 
told the convention that co-opera- 
tion with labor unions in his sys- 
tem, under a plan followed by ths 
Baltimore & Ohio and other lines in 
the United States, had “come to be 
regarded as our greatest asset.” 

“In the present day and in the 
days to come,” Thornton asserted, 
“those industries will prosper mcst 
which accept labor as an equal 
partner, and labor will best pros- 
per when it recognizes the obliga- 
tions and the dignity of that part- 
nership. We commenced the co- 
operative movement in the shops of 
the Canadian National Railways, 
with the following objectives con- 
tinuity of employment; more kindly 
and satisfactory relationships; im- 
provement in output with reduced 
unit costs; the introduction in shop 
administration of the brains of our 
men; and a more accurate concep- 
tion of each side of the others’ 
point of view. 

“All of these objectives have been 


measurably achieved. The results |

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SENATORS TO INVESTIGATE 


FAKE SALE OF INFLUENCE 


Ability of Lobbyist to Sway Public Official Is 
Usually Imaginary, but There Are 
Plenty of Clients.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11, — The 


Senate’s lobby investigating com- 
mittee, which will begin public 
hearings next Tuesday under the 


chairmanship of Senator Caraway. 
will devote a part of its attention 
to the practice known in Washing. 
ton as “selling ‘em on the hoof.” 

The phrase describes a racket 
as old as the art of lobbying, but 
one that has lost none of its ef- 
fectiveness. Indeed, to judge from 
the ease with which William B. 
Shearer took $50,000 away from 
the shipbuilders, it has become in 
the last few years more lucrative 
than ever. The success with which 
it is worked is another proof, if 
any were needed, that the likeliest 
customers for gold bricks are to 
be found not on Main street, Hick- 
ville, but on Wall street, New York. 

“Selling *em on the hoof” is a 
refined selling of gold bricks, the 
article of purchase being the sup- 
posed influence of the lobbyist 
with some public official. There 
are cases, of course, in which this 
influence is real, and in which the 
client of the lobbyist may reason- 
ably hope for a return on his mon- 
ey, but such cases, in the sum to- 
tal of sales, are few and far be- 
tween. The chances are 10 to one 
that the lobbyist Aas no hold on 
the official whom he “sells on the 
hoof.” 

All that the lobbyist has to do 


is convince his client that he is 


“on the inside;” that he has “con- 
tacts” (a favorite word in Wash- 
ington patter), through which he 
can “get things done.” 

Much of the so-called “practice 
of law” at the Capital consists in 
building up a reputation for be- 
ing on the inside and having these 
contacts. A reputation of this sort 
can be made to yield rich rewards 
One man—a Shearer—can per- 
suade the shipbvilders of hir abil-

ity to “deliver” the officers of the 
navy against a disarmament plan: 
another pockets a fee for using his 
influence with a certain Congress 
man or group of Congressmen: an- 
other capitalizes his purporte‘ 
“contact” with the head of a de- 
partmient or bureau, 

There is no limit to these “sales 
on the hoof.” it is within the 
knowledge of this writer that a 
lawyer collected a fee from a 
group of clients who believed he 
could privately induce a justice of 
the United States Supreme Court 
to upset a recent somewhat fa- 
mous criminal! conviction! The 
thing would be incredible if it 
hadn't happened. 

The technique of acquiring a 


‘reputation that will enable sales to 


be made on the hoof is fairly sim- 
ple. A certain noted lawyer, now 
dead, made it a noontime custon 
to be seen with officials of the 
Wilson administration at the Shore- 
ham Hotel. Through the fact that 
he himself had served in several 
Federal offices, the lawyer had a 
reputation of “knowing the ropes” 
to start with. His careful and 
assiduous cultivation’ of this orig- 
inal asset made him within a few 
years’ one of the highest paid law- 
yers in the city. 

A favorite method of impressing 
a client is to give Lim a dinnes 
with two or three Senators or oth- 
er officials as guests. If the host 
is known to serve good liquor, of- 
ficials can always be ‘ound for this 
purpose. A couple of quarts of 
Scotch may thus enable the host 
to make a lucrative sale on the 
hoof, although his acquaintance 
with the official guests may be, 
and probably is, of the slightest. 

The coming lobby investizatior 
will serve, no doubt, a useful pub- 
lic purpose. It ought also to les- 
sen the crop of gullible captains of 
industry. It ought to, but the 
chances are that it won't.

$1,200,000 ITEM APPROVED 
FOR RIVER DES PERES SECTION 


Citizens’ Bond Supervisors Also 
Favor $420,000 for O’Fallion 
Street Sewer. 

Ordinances recommended by the 
Board of Public Service, appropri- 
ating $1,200,000 for constructing 
the western end of the River des 
Peres sewer and $420,000 for 
building a. relief sewer under 
O’Falion street between the Mis- 
sissippi River and High street, 
were approved yesterday by the 
Citizens’ Bond Issue Supervisory 
Committee. 

The River des Peres project will 
extend from the northwestern sec- 
tion of Forest Park, connecting 
with another link now under con- 
struction, to the city limits near 
Olive Street road. Over most of 
this route the city eventually will 
open a new street, Des Peres ave- 
nue, 6100 west. 

The O'Fallon street sewer wil! 
connect with the Thirteenth street 
sewer, which drains the downtown 
area as far south as Clark avenue, 
including the Memorial Plaza site. 
It will relieve the antiquated and 
insufficient Biddle street sewer. It 
will pass under the subway to be 
built by the Illinois Terminal Sys- 
tem and that railroad has indicated 
that it will build a sewer under 
High street between Washington 
avenue and O'Fallon street, con- 
necting with the city’s project.

Dr. Kidder Describes Re- 
sults of Trip Over Land 
Where Jungle  Balks 
Progress on Foot. 


HITHERTO UNKNOWN 
AREA IS MAPPED 


Trail Blazed by Which Fu- 
ture Expeditions Into Yu- 
catan May Learn More of 
Mayas. —

MIAMI,  Fla., Oct. 11.—Col. 
Charles A, Lindbergh was back in 


the United States today after com- 
pieting an aerial exploration of 
the ruins of ancient Mayan cities in 
Central America, whose crumbling 
walls and tottering buildings per- 
haps hever before had been seen 
by white man. 

Leaving Miami 20 days ago to 
open an air mail route, Lindbergh. 
accompanied by his bride, made a 
9000-mile survey flight to 20 states 
in the West Indies and South and 
Central America, which he said 
was one of the. most interesting 
trips he ever hopes to make. They 
landed here late yesterday after 
a flight from Cozumel Island, off 
the Mexican coast with Dr. A. V. 
Kidder of the Carnegie Institute, 
who supervised the exploration. 

Wide Area overed. 

Dr. Kidder, a director of the 
archeology department of Car- 
negie Institute, who has spent con- 
siderable time exploring on °* foot 
the Mayan ruins in Central Amer- 
ica, made the following statement 
describing the exploration: 

“The purppse of the flight was 
to determine whether the airplane 
could be of service to archeology. 
particularly Mayan. We pretty 
well covered the Mayan country, 
which includes the Mexican states 
of Yucatan, Campeche, Quintana 
Roo, Chiapas, Tabasco, the whole 
of Guatemala, British Honduras 
and the western portion of Hon- 
duras. 

“Our base was Belize, British 
Honduras, We were in the air 
about 25 hours. During that time, 
we discovered ruins of three hith- 
erto unknown Mayan cities and a 
possible fourth. An idea of what 
the airplane means to archeology 
in time saving may be gained from 
this comparison we did in 25 hours 
in an airpJane what it would take 
a ground expedition at least five 
years to dp. 

Party Well Organized. 

“Our party, while flying on ex-

Traveling 
through the bush one can see less 
than 10 feet in front of him, and 
one never knows if a swamp, or a 
river, or-a lake or a mountain fs 
half a mile away or a hundred 
miles away. 

“Indeed, one never knows if 
there is a swamp, lake, river, or 
mountain at all as the country is 
practicaliy all unmapped and un- 
known. As an ilistration, archaeo- 
logists working for five years at 
Uaxactum, Guatemala, never had 
an idea that there was a large, high 
ridge five miles away, but it was. 

Other Expeditions Probable. 


‘It ie unlikely that any Carnegie 
Institute expedition will at once 
explore the new ruins discovered on 
this maiden major aerial voyage of 
exploration. There is enough work 
in front of us at present to keep 
us quite busy. However, it is quite 
possible that other archaeologists 
may organize expeditions of ex- 
ploration to the ruins discovered, 

“The ruins we discovered may be 
placed on the map in the Southern 
part of Campeche, about 30 miles 
north of the Guatemalan border, 
about 35 miles inland in Quintana 
Roo, almost directly west of San- 
to Bay; about the same distance 
inland from the coast in Quintana 
Roo and about 30 miles northeast 
of the second new ruin; and the 
possible fourth discovery is a ruin 
near Bacalar, probably about 30 
miles east and a bit north of the 
mouth of the River Hondo which 
empties into Chetumal Bay. 

“We could plainly see each «f 


the ruins trom the air and we were 
perfectly able to ‘ocate and spot 
for future reference ‘arious physi- 
cal features as lanimarks, Among 
other ruins which we saw was one 
called Coba, which ras been vis- 
ited only twice, the first time in 
1926 by the Carnegie Institute. 


Describes Temples, 
The ruins which we saw each 
had the distinguishing mark; the 


temple surmounted by the pyramid. 
These temples were places Of wor- 
ship, the Mayas being people who 
worshiped heavenly bodies, includ 
ing stars and constellations, the 
moon, but not the eun. 


“We saw no animals, but many 
birds, among them the macaws, 
green parrots and white herons. 
“There is no question that a de- 
sirable result will come from out 
notes of the country and I know 
that we will offer archeologists in. 
formation never before definitely 
known. 

“We often hear of Americans 
financing archeological explora- 
tions in Egypt and otHer foreign 
countries. I think this tip o* 
ours will give these Americans a 
much better idea what explora- 
tions to finance in the future. Il 
feel confident that this first major 
aerial archeological exploation will 
open the eyes of the public to the 
possibilities of Mayan ruins, 

“I cannot refrain trdm <iating 
that Tulum is the outstanding 
Mayan ruin. It is just a 10-min 
ute detour by airplane from Belize 
to Cozumel. Many persons will 
want to see that remarkable place 
in the future.”

Senate Passes Amendment 
Barring Only Works Ad- 
vocating Forcible Resist- 
ance to Law. 

CUTTING ARGUES 

FOR MEASURE 


Ridiculous to Stop Import- 
ing Obscene Literature 
When Press Carries Scan- 
dal Stories, He Argues. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11-—An 
amendment. to the tariff bill to 
permit the entry into the United 


States of all literature except that 
advocating forcible resistance to 
law and containing threats on the 
life of American citizens was 
adopted today by the Senate. 

The vote was 38 to 36 on a modi- 
fied proposal of Senator Cutting 
(Rep.), New Mexico, who was un- 
successful earlier in the day in an 
attempt to strike from the measure 
a provision barring all literature 
regarded as immoral or seditious. 

Calling attention to the vastness 
of the American public school and 
college system, Cutting asked; “Is 
our educational system so feeble 
that it cannot offset an occasional 
bad book? Are our institutions so 
weak that they would be hurt by 
an obscene book?” 

Cutting praised the works of Ho- 
mer, Dante and Shakspeare. Yet, 
he said, they had been held up by 
many as “immoral authors.” 

Parents’ Duties. 

The guarding against the corrup- 
tion of the morals of youth, he 
argued, must be left to parents 
and the laws of the states in 
which they reside, and not be 
placed in the discretion of some 
clerk in the Bureau of Customs. 
It is ridiculous, he said, to bar an 
obscene or immoral book when 
youth could read about sordid 
scandals and murders in the daily 
press. 

Cutting’s amendment would bar 
obscene prints, photographs and 
postcards, but would strike out 2 
House provision to bar literature’ 
containing a threat to do bodily 
harm or take the life of the }’resi- 
dent or any other person in the 
United States. 

He said this provision would be 
particularly dangerous to the med- 
ical profession.as he customs of- 
ficial would have to decide wheth- 
er a medical doctrine was condu- 
cive to bodi'y harm. 

Provision on reason,

it is shared by Australia and New Zealand, and 
through them by Great Britain. The political set-up 
in the Pacific is one of the tightest in the world. 
The Australasians are afraid of the Orientals, and 
the Orientals are in turn respectful of Great Britain 
and the United States. The Washington disarma- 
ment conference of 1921 fixed definitely those meticu- 
lous balances of power, and they remain today ex- 
actly as they were fixed then. 

The Senate knows this very well. It is therefore 
merely in a spirit of mischief that Senator Broussard 
and Senator King intrude upon tariff legislation with 
their Philippine resolutions. Perhaps the Philip 
pines can some day hope to be free. Certainly we 
hope some day to be able to free them; but we are 
not going to upset political balances in the Pacific | 
by doing it now, and the world would be astonished 

if we did so. 

Our responsibility under the circumstances is to do 

everything we can to lift the people of the Philippines 

to a plane upon which they can govern themselves 

when freedom becomes politically practicable. That 

seems to be what we are doing. It is not, however, 

a greater responsibility than is ours with respect to 

peace in the Pacific. Meanwhile the question of Phil- 

ippine independence has no more to do with tariff 

relief for anything more than a few growers of sugar 

cane and sugar beets than a good many things that 


be raised as cheaply as in Cuba. When 


we freed Cuba we promised to be its 
guardian. If this bill goes through the 
industry there will be crippled. There 
* will be no work for the poor Cuban peo-

Fergus#m has been tried three 
times, the jury in each instance being unable to 
reach a verdict. The Court’s instructions have | 
stressed the point that intemt to defraud must be 
established to find a verdict of guilty.

That is the law, as the Court construes it, and the 
construction is, of course, comumect. To the layman, 
justice which finds petit larceny, comparatively 
speaking, a prison offense and absolves the borrow- 
ing of millions on false documents except intent to} 
defraud is proved, seems an etxentric creature. It 
puts upon the bank the burden of proving the bor- 
rower’s fraudulent intent. 
Greater anxiety may center, however, in the ques 
tion of public policy. The hazard of banking, we 
should think, has been perilously increased. The 
element of risk may be present im every credit trans 
action, but the banker must assmme that the state 
ment of the borrower is true and correct: that if it 
has been deliberately. falsified in order te procure 
credit a crime has been commitied with which the 
law will deal. That must be the banker's protection 
against a practice of this character. And since the 
banker operates with the money of his depositors the 
question is a matter of public comcern—a matter, in 
short, of public policy.

One who truly loves poetry is not 
given to setting one poet over 
against another by way of drawing 
invidious distinctions, for there is 
something of miracle in poetry 
wherever and however it happens; 
and if it be genutne it will be suf- 
ficiently different to. justify the en- 
joyment of it for its own peculiar 
quality. If this were generally felt. 
there would be far less theorizing 
about poetry and more harmony 
among the professed devotees of 


the art. Also there would be few- 
er JToud voices proclaiming the 
“greater” and the “greatest.” In 


this spirit, it may be said truly of 
Thomas 8. Jones Jr., that no poet 
writing in our day can be  de- 
scribed as inspired with a better 
justification, and few indeed are 
so unmistakably and constantly in- 
fluenced by a timeless conscious- 
ness. As a poet he is unique. Al- 
though of late years he has written 
exclusively in the time-honored 
sonnet form and ts admittedly a 
past master in the handling of it. 
one does not think of him first of 
ali as a literary craftsman. His 
poetry seems less a form of saying 


than a manner of being. The voice. 


is always low-toned, as though it 
grew out of some eternal] peace—as 
indeed it does—and‘in the moments 
of its highest utterances it is like 
a whisper that the spirit leans to 
hear. 

Those who have ever. experi- 
enced the swift, elusive flash of 
understanding that may come at 
times in solitudes, will know what 
is meant here. The same thing 
may happen at any moment in 
reading the poetry of Thomas 
Jones. It is not something ‘o be 
told, but only to be feit intensely— 
as though the mystery of the 
world were suddenly realizec as 
unutterably holy. Often it is to 
be experienced in moments of 
great music, as for example in 
Sinding’s “Fruehlingsrauschen,” 
when the chromatic bass run sighs 
downward into silence and some- 
how leaves the listener aware that 
all the tumult does not matter, and 
that life is incomparably greater 
than we normally suspect. 

There are two lines in sonnet 
four of “Christ in Britain” that 
serve to suggest the character of 
this poet’s vision: 

“.-And in the moon’s white path 

a mystic door 
Moves to strange music only Mer- 
lins know.” . 

It is the “music only Merlins 
know” that runs through a! the 
poetry of Thomas S. Jones, and it 
is the music that we who are deaf- 
ened by this loud moment need 
desperately to hear.

American officers and soldiers who 
fough. in th?

The unknown dead- who are 
called “Detroit's Own’’ will be Xon- 
ored at a great funeral in Detroit 
to be held next May. 

The soviet government has dDilaced 
Red Army guards along the Neva 
Quay to keep vigil beside the cof- 
fins with members of the Americrn 
Graves Commission. Within a few 
days the bodies will be sent to 
Havre, whence a United States bat- 
tleship will carry them back to the 
United States. 

Of the $6 bodies recovered in 
scattered sectors of the Archang=-l 
front and brought to Leningrad, 62 
have been definitely identified by 
members of the American Graves 
Commission. i

Wooden skewers, such as are us2d 
for lolly-pops, may be bought at 
the butcher store or you may use 
sticks cut from twigs and trimmed 
to an even size, 


Sugar, water, corn syrup and a 
little red coloring or a few red cin- 
ramon candies that will color the 
syrup, are the other things you will 
need.

Sweet Pickles and Sour ‘Ones 


Purposes. 


when it will be an even greater nov- 
elty than’ it is now to find home- 
made pickle: and preserves on our 
dinner tables. 

Time moves rapidly, and it is only 
a few years ago when every house- 
keeper who laid any claim to that 
title, saw to it that her store room 
shelves had their share of spiced 
and pickled fruits and vegetables. 
Recipes were cherished and jeal- 
ously guarded and many a cook 
gained a life long reputation for 
the excellence of her special kinds 
of pickles. Some of these special- 
ties are to »e found today in the 
best brands of home-made pickles 
that have been utilized in building 
a@ very profitable business for their 
owners. 

Yet no matter how good a com- 
mercial product may be, there are 
occasions when the variety made 
in our own kitchen adds just that 
touch of distinction to a meal that 
every housekeeper strives for. 

The folloving recipes are simple 
and will prove a good addition to 
your supply. Most of them will be 
improved in flavor if left for three 
or four weeks to ripen before using. 
They should be stored in glass jars 
or stone crocks—personally I like 
to use the little half pint glass pre- 
serve jars for all small pickles, as 
they hold just about enough for 
one meal. 

Pickled Tomatoes. 

’ Bweet p'ckled tomatoes are 
made from the small red or yellow 
tomatoes. Select perfect tomatoes, 
wash and weigh. To six pounds al- 
low three »osunds of sugar, three 
cups of cider vinegar and one 
ounce each of whole cloves, stick 
cinnamon and alispice. Break the 
cinnamon in pieces and mix the 
spices all together. Tie loosely in 
a cheesecloth bag. 

Prick each tomato in several 
places with a fork and put alter- 
nate layers of tomatoes and sugar 
in a preservirg kettle. Drop in the 


ispice bag, and add half a lemon 


sliced very thin, then pour in the 
vinegar and ‘eat slowly to the boli- 
ing point. 

Boil for 4 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally, but being careful to 
keep the tomatoes whole, or to 
break them as little as possible. 
When done, pour into sterilized 
bottles and seal. Remove the spice 
bag from tho kettle when the to- 
matoes are cooked. 

Pepper Hash. 

Pepper hash may be used soon 
after making and is a popular and 
useful pickle. Remove the seeds 
from 12 red and 12 green peppers 
—only the sweet sient of peppers 
are to be used. 

Chop the peppers fine and mix 
with 12 small, chopped onions. 
Cover with boiling water and let 
stand 10 minutes. Drain, add two 
cups cider vinegar, three table- 
spoons sait and one cup brown 
sugar. Heat to the boiling point, 
simmer for 15 4minutes and then 
store in jars or crocks. 

Spiced Applies. | 

Spiced apple conserve or sweet 
pickle is delicious with cold meats 
or with hot roast pork or veal. 
Cook sour apples, without peeling 
or coring, in just enough water to 
keep them from burning. As soon 
as tender rub through a coarse 
strainer and measure one quart of 
the pulp. Add to it one cup of 
vinegar, one-half iemon sliced thin, 
three cups sugar, one cup seedless 
raisins and ome tablespoon cinna- 
mon, one teaspoon whole cloves 
tied in a loose cheesecloth bag. Stir 
until boiling and boil for 30 or 40 
minutes, or until as thick as mar- 
malade. Pour into sterilized jars 
and seal. 

Corn Pickle 

Corn pickle is a kind of mustard 
pickle that has a crispness that is 
especially agreeable. Boi) six ears 
of corn and cut from the cob. Chop 
one small head of cabbage, three 
sweet red and three sweet green 
peppers and add one-fourth cup 
salt. Let stand for an hour and 
then drain. Heat five cups of vine- 
gar to the boiling point. Mix two 
tablespoons dry mustard, two table- 
spoons cornstarch, three table- 
spoons each of mustard seed and 
celery seed, one teaspoon tumeric 
powder and one cup brown sugar 
with a little cold vinegar. Add to 
the hot vinegar and stir until 
smooth. Ad@@ the corn, cabbage and 
peppers and boil slowly for 10 min- 
utes. Pack into stone crocks or 
giass jars.

The white flour is a highly re- 
fined product of the wheat berry. 
The germ a ¢ the outer coats of the 
grain are removed and only the 
center part is used. This gives a 
fine product and makes light, fine- 
grained loaves :: bread and cakes. 

Pastry fiour is prepared from the 
winter wheat and differs from 
bread flour, as it contains more 
starch and ‘.ss gluten. It is used 
for cakes and many other flour 
mixtures, but mever for bread. It 
has an olly feeling when rubbed 
between the fingers and holds its 
shape when pressed in the hand. 
Less liquid is required in a-recipe 
calling for pastry flour, as it con- 
tains more moisture, 

Whole wheat flour does not con- 
tain all of .he wheat berry, but it 
retains the laxative properties and 
adds iron and vitamins to the dict. 
It deserves a more prominent place 
in the menus that it usually re- 
ceives. When combined with the 
right proportions of white flour it 
makes excellent bread, muffins and 
cookies. 

Graham flour contains the larg- 
est percentage of the wheat berry 
of any of the flours. It is quite 
coarse, but when combined with 
white flour also make: delicio-s( 
bread, cookies and hot breads. 

Bran consists of the outer coats 
of the wheat berry and lly all 
of the germ. It ts a spléndid food 
and should be used frequently by 
combining with white flour in 
bread, hot breads and cookies.
